WASHINGTON, April im 
portant legislative accomp! ents 
of the sessions of the Fifty-eighth Con- 
gress were confined to two subjects— 
Cuba and Panama. The reciprocity 
treaty betw the new island repub- 
lic and the ted States, initiated by 
President McKipley, was made opera- 
tive by a legislative enactment. The 
ratification of a treaty by the Senate 
and the subsequent initiation of leg- 
islation for the government for the 
canal zone commit the United States 
to the construction of the Panama can- 
al? connecting the waters of the At- 
lantic and the Pacific oceans. 

The special session, now denomin- 
ated the firat session. was called for 
the express purpose of carrying out 
the pledge of the nation to Cuba. The 
Panama development was one which 
arose suddenly, and received decisive 
and immediate action at the hands of 
President Roosevelt and the Senate. 
The conservatism incident to the ap- 
proaching Presidential campaign as 
usual was manifested by those respon- 
sible for the acts of the national leg 
islative body. The annual supply bills 
were made with an eye to economy. In- 
cidentally, they were passed with 
greater dispatch than heretofore has 
been the case with a long session. 

The Senate ratified the treaty ne- 
gotiated with Cuba to carry out the 
terms of the Platt amendment. It also 
ratified the China commercial treaty, 
which provides for two open ports in 
Manchuria. 

Chairman Hemenway of the House 
Committee on Appropriations, in a 
statement compiled under his direc- 
tion, gives the total of all supply bills 
(subject to slight changes in pending 
bills) as $597,802,324, to which must 
be added $84,971,820 for interest on 
the public debt. The estimated rev- 
enues are $704,472,060. By these fig- 
ures, the expenses are $22,000,000 less 
than the revenues. The estimates of 
the various government departments 
on which the appropriation bills were 
based exceeded. the total estimated 
reyenues by $42,845,862. No river and

Several amendments have been 
made to facilitate administration 
of the public land laws.

A step in the direction of “world 
peace” has been taken through the for- 
mation of an American group affiliated 
with the inter-Parliamentary Union 
for international arbitration and the 


official recognition of this “group,” by. 


the passage of a joint resolution ex- 
tending an invitation to the union to 
hold its next’ annual. ‘meeting at St. 
Louis and appropriating $50,000 for 
the expenses of the same. A joint 
resolution was enacted providing for 
the transportation aboard a govern- 
ment vessel of not exceeding 600 of 
the public school teachers of Porto 
Rico to the United States during the 
coming summer for the purpose of 
broadening their views by travel and 
a course in the summer schools in 
this country. 

By the terms of a joint resolution. 
the President is authorized to arrange 
a convention with Great Britain, to 
which the assent of Japan and Rus- 
sia are to be obtained, if possible, to 
protect the fur seal of the North Pa- 
cific ocean and Behring Sea. 

Provisions were made for the ex- 
tension of the coastwise shipping laws 
of the United States to the Philippine 
Islands, after July 1, 1904. 

Hawall was granted the right to 
have a superintendent of public in- 
struction and to have statistics com- 
piled by the United States Commis- 
sion of Labor regarding commercial, 
industrial, social, educational and san- 
itary conditions beginning next year 
and every four years thereafter.

NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT 


CHEFOO, April 24.— [Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Heavy guns were landed 
on three of the Yalu Islands, Friday, 
by the Japanese. They were loaded 
on rafts, especially constructed at 
Sankuri, and probably by this time 
this heavy artillery is in position to 
command the Manchurian side of the 
Yalu, from Antung on the North to 
Talunku on the south. 

The Yongampo boat, in here to- 
night, also brings news that the Japa- 
bese have brought heavy artillery by 
way of Sakju road up to.Cheng Song, 
forty miles above Wiju, with the evi- 
dent intention of commanding the 
roads- across the Yalu leading to the 
Manchurian town of Chandenche. 

The First and Sixteenth Artillery 
Regiments are distributed at points 
now being fortified, and which are 
practically the only available places 
where an army of any size can hope to 
cross the river.

JAPS TRY TO CUT OFF THE RE-

Fighting Seuth of the River Poma- 
kus Friday Brought to a Termina-— 
tion a Lucky Shot from a Field 
Gun Two Miles Distant—News via 
Lenden.

ST. PETERSBURG, April “4—{By 
Atlantic Cable. ] Official dispatches re- 
garding the fighting south of the River 
Pomakua, reported last Friday, in 
which a Russian detachment suffered 
three men killed and two officers and 
thirteen wounded, say that a Jap- 
anese troop-laden barge and other 
boats emerged from the mouth of the 
Pomakua and attempted to cut off the 
Rusian rtereat. The barge was sunk 
by the Russian guns. 

‘Further details concerning the skir- 
mish say that, in following up the 
general plan to harass and impede 
the Japanese crossing the Yalu, the 
Russian outposte on the river sent a 
detachment of volunteers in boats, the 
night of April 21, for the purpose of 
setting fire to the Japanese pontoons, 
and other bridge materials. 
grounded on a sand bank near the 
Korean side, and drew the fire of the 
Japanese outpost. There was a sharp 
fusiliade at close range. The position 
of the boats was highly critical, owing 
to the appearance of a number of 
light barges filled with Japanese com- 
ing gut from a small tributary stream 
called the Pomakua, which is un- 
marked even on the maps of the Rus- 
sian General Staff. 

The intention of the barges was to 
cut off the retreat of the Russians 
This was noted from the other bank, 
two miles distant, and a couple of 
fleld guns opened fire. A lucky shot 
sank one of the barges, and the other 
withdrew. The Japanese ‘casualties 
are not known.

RUBBER ROADS COSTLY 


Proposition to Make Lenden a City of 
Silence Meets With Objection. — 


Too Expensive. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, April 4—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] The success of the rubber road 
which recently was laid under the 
archway at Buckingham Palace and of 
eeveral other private roads in London 
has brought forth the proposal that 
London should be made a City of Si- 
lence by paving the roads with India 
rubber. It ie estimated by experts, 
however, that the scheme is too costly, 
aa for every square yard of rubber- 
covered roadway, rate payers would 
have to pay £3. 

“Rubber roads are hopeless,” said 
the London manager of a New York 
firm of rubber dealers. “No public 
authority would ever dare to venture 
on the initial expense of such a costly 
undertaking, in spite of the fact that 
a rubber road iaste a lifetime. Apart 
from the cost, however, there no 
reason why London's streets 14 
not be rubber-paved. Horses, for one 
thing, could dispense with shoes, and 
heavy traffic does not affect it much. 

“The cement paving at Broad-street 
station in Philadelphia, for instance, 
hed to be renewed every two years, 
but the rubber road laid down ten 
years ago is still there. Rubber roads, 
moreover, the sanitary, clean and wa- 
terproof.”

Raw materials—what are they? It 
may almost be said that in the lexi- 
con of industry there are no such 
words. Practically every commodity 
used by man is produced by labor, 
which forms, in most cases, the basis 
of its value. Coal or iron lying hid- 
cen in the earth, untouched by tke 
hand of man, may properly be termed 


raw material. But this raw material 
loses its quality as such when labor 


is applied to bring it forth and con- 
vert it to the uses of men. The 
coal that is raw material when it lies 
untouched in the earth, becomes, 
when mined and brought the sur- 
face, the finished produgt of the 
miner. It is the same with iron, and 
with any mineral product. Labor is 
the basis of value, and when labor 
is applied to raw material, converting 
it to a specific use, ft ceases to be 
raw “material. 

This principle extends to and 
through all branches of industry. The 
so-called raw material of one indus- 
try is the finished product of an- 
other industry. The shibboleth of 
“free raw materials” 
purpose in deceiving the thoughtless 
or playing upon the prejudices of nar- 
row-minded persons. It is a conven!l-

One feature of this movement in- 
volves the wearing of # uniform by the 
domestics, a neat dress, which is 
slightly different for the parlor maid, 
the dining-room girl and the cook. One 
of the tenets of the club is said to be: 
“The term ‘servant’ is un-American, 
cdious and odorous.’ Yet the club m- 
dorses what most women consider as 
a badge of servility. It is doubtful 
whether American giris, who have, at 
the best, little Hking for domestic serv- 
ce, would be more inclined to accept 
such positions if they have to wear a 
uniform. It is less than twenty years 
tinee uniforms for such people as but- 
lers and footmen and coachmen and 
carmen have come into general use in 
this country, and there are still a 
great 
who cannot bring themselves to wear- 
ing such distinctive costumes, al- 
though it is not easy to see Why a 
coachman should object to wearing a 
neat and appropriate costume, any 
more than a golf player should object 
to wearing krickerbockers and long 
stockings. 

Mrs. Johnston writes, in regard to the 
objects of the Evanston club: 

“What we wish most to do is to dig- 
nify housework. It should be respected 
and put upon the same plane as any 
other industry or occupation in which 
women are e The housemaid 
should be just as proud of her apron 
and cap as is the trained nurse. While 
che helps the Ui to get well, the other, 
by hygienic and cleanliness, 
keeps the well from getting l. 

The women of the United States 
will undoubtedly watch the outco 
of the Kvanston club with much inter- 
est.

Rev. J. 8. Thomson, pastor of the 
Independent Church of Christ, in the 
Simpson Auditorium, preached yester- 
day on “The Doctrine of Rewards in 
the Gospel.

Court With Indian Judges. 

A full-blood Indian court sits at 
White Eagle regularly each Saturday 
to hear misdemeanor gases aud pun- 
ish members of the Ponca and Otoe 
tribes. The court is authorized by 
the rules of the Indian Department, 
and the fines assessed are turned into 
a fourth-class fund and expended in 
improvements at the agency. During 
the administration of Maj.
